Lind Notes Published. 

All the. documents connected with John 
Lind’s mission to Mexico City were published 
today in Diario Official, the Mexican govern- 
ment organ.

Laredo, Tex., Aug. 28.—Thirty-five hun- 
dred men perished in the seven attacks by 
constitutionalists on Torreon between July 
1 and July 28, and since that time fever has 
become epidemic, food is scarce, and no re- 
lief has been able to reach the city, according 
to travelers from the vicinity of Torreon, 
who reached here today. 

They received information by courier last 
Monday. Not more than twenty-five Ameri- 
cans remain in the city, and all are reported 


safe, 
“Rebels” Lost 3,000 Men. 

The constitutionalists are declared tohave 
lost 3,000 men—moast of them in a disastrous 
attempt to flood the city by diverting the 
course of the Nazas river from its head 
gates through the valley. They were caught 
in a cross fire from federal machine guns. 
They later withdrew to Durango. The fed- 
eral loss was about 500.

The American consulate general was 
crowded throughout the day by Americans 
of all classes, seeking detailed information 
The consul general, Arnold Shanklin, was 
unable to give any advice other than that 
based upon instructions from the state de- 
partment to send to all consuls in his dis- 
trict a message to the effect that they should 
advise all Americans in their territory to 
leave Mexico at once, going to the nearest 
seaport where ‘ships would be in readiness 
to take them off. 


Register Property and Depart. 

Most of the Americans who called at the 
consulate are planning to register their prop- 
erty and obey Washington's injunction. A 
few are availing themselves of the fund ap- 
propriated for the refugees; a great many put 
the cost of transportation in a secondary 
place. The great majority of those whoh e 
been able to arrange their affairs have al- 
ready departed from the capital, and some 
from other places. Those who remain have 
for the most part interests to leave behind 
which would mean the sacrifice of their only 
means of livelihood. 

The warning has created something like 
consternation on the part of not a few Amer- 
icans.: It will undeubtedly, however, result 
in a new exodus, and the general determina- 
tion is to abandon everything they possess 
in the belief that their lives are endangered, 
but in what way they are unable to find a 
reasonable answer.

They viewed Commissioner Moul- 
ton's ruling as an acquittal for the young 
woman. Application for her reinstatement 
now will be made.

The same sentiment is expected to 
agitate agricultural parents in the town- 
ships of Lyons, Stickney, Palos Park, Le- 
mont, Worth, and Orland. 

This, the first definite mapping out of 
policy for the new agricultural training in 
the Cook county rural schools, was an- 
nounced yesterday at the teachers’ institute 
being held at the normal school, Englewood, 
by George E. Farrell, director of schools 
and rural life in the first division. In talking 
to the teachers under him Mr. Farrell pre- 
sented several new ideas which are warmly 
approved by the county educational authori- 
ties and will probably be adopted in the 
other county divisions.

The firat move will be the formation of 
boys’ one acre clubs, each father of a candi- 
date bestowing that amount of land with a 
guarantee that the entire profits shall go to 
the boy. 

The boy must learn the Illinois system of 
permanent agriculture and the mysteries of 
acidity, and then will receive a button bear- 
ing the ambitious motto: “Can I exeel my 
father?” 

The pupils will gather seed corn this fall 
under expert guidance and will also have the 
benefit of an innovation, a boy farmers’ in- 
stitute. During the winter they will prepare 
their acres with phosphate and manure and 
in the spring will test and plant their seed 
corn. 

Each club member will keep a diary of his 
work and present it when harvest time comes 
Aa year hence. Then the corn will be husked 
and judged by three experienced men of 
his neighborhood, and a prise will be awarded 
to the boy producing the best percentage 
yield as compared with that of his father. 
Boys from 11 to 20 years are eligible, though 
they take only the agricultural course. 


Seeks Philanthropist’s Aid. 
Director Farrell is now searching for some 
person sufficiently interested in the new de- 
parture to make a philanthropic but sound 
investment. In other words, to purchase 
five cars dt rock phosphate for the acre 
farms, the boys giving their notes for the 
amounts, payable when the crop is har- 
vested.

BAD WINTER OUTLOOK. 


Record for Summer Months Sar- 
passes That for Any Similar 
Period in Recent Years. 


Angered at the large number of burglaries 
and holdup robberies that have been commit- 
ted in the last two weeks, Chief of Police 
MoWeeny is going to have a conference of 
captains at his office to discuss the situation 
which he admits is alarming. 

Never before in the history of the police 
department, it is said, bave there been so 
many burglaries and robberies at thts season 
of the year. The daily average. according to 
the reports sent to the chief, is about thirty— 
an increase of 25 per cent over previous years. 
The aggregate amounts of these burglaries 
is astounding, and the chief is daily receiv- 
ing complaints of victims, who are asking 
“(What's the matter with the police?” 

Three Burglaries Reported. 

Among the reports sent to the chief yes- 
terday were three cases of burglary that 
amounted te more than $2,000. Jewelry 
valued at $1,200 was stolen from the residence 
of Morris Kaufman, 4954 Vincennes avenue. 
Mra. Mary E. Kelly of 5203 Lakewood 
“venue Was another victim. More than fifty 
articles were taken. The value of the stolen 
goods was about $500. 
Barnett Bros., jewelers, 104 West Jackson 
boulevard, were robbed ef jewelry valued 
at $400 by a thief who early yesterday morn- 
ing smashed a show window at their stare. 
This was the tenth “ window smashing jobd 
asinee Jan. 1. 

Besides these burglaries cited, the chief's 
report showed a dozen others that amount- 
64 to $100 or more. 

According to a man who was in the chief's 
office when he scanned the report, he hit the 
desk with his fist and exclaimed: | 

This business has got to be stopped.” 

Five holdup robberies have been accred- 
ited to one man during the week. He carries 
a nickel plated revolver. 


Prospect Bad for Winter. 

“Tf the holdup men are starting in this 
early,” said a veteran detective, what may 
we expect in zero weather? I never before 
heard of so many holdups at this season of 
the year as we have had in the last two 
weeks.” - 

Confidence men and bogus check swind- 
lers are unusually active, according to the 
reports received by the chief from command- 
ing officers. The operations of these male- 
factors amount to thousands of dollars week - 
ly. Chief McWeeny has issued orders sev- 
eral times to the department to drive these 
persons from the city.

Unveiling of statues of Abraham Lin- 
coln and Stephen A. Douglas, which will 
be erected on the capitol grounds. 

Publication of a comprehensive history 
of Illinois, which will include in detall 
the story of its economic. political, and 
sociological development. 

Centennial exercises, including pageant 
of floats illustrating prominent incidents 
in the history of the state. General ob- 
servance of the event by schools and civic 
organizations in all parts of the common- 
wealth. 

The big memorial building will cost sev- 
eral million dollars, according to present 
plans. : 


The executive committee presented to the 


plans for the celebration. In part the report 
eaid: 

“This celebration in the capitalj/of the 
state shon have a national and also inter- 
national character on account of the signifi- 
cant relationship of the state, politically, in- 
dustrially. commercially, and in its historical 


as to foreign nations. 

The extent of this celebration cannot be 
accurately drawn at present, but it ought to 
include a concourse of foreign representa- 
tives, of high representatives ef the United 
States government, or representatives of 
other states of the unio, and of representa- 
tives of the schools, churches, and other 
societies that have ever been active in the 
making of this great state. 


ae Urge Big Fete in Capital. 

The Springfield celebration should divide 
Itselt into a reception of these delegates, 
proper exercises with orations, outdoor forms 
vf celebration, such as civil and military dis- 
play, with pagentry showing important 
phases of state development.

ment in favor of a thorough investigation of 
the election irregularities last November.” 

‘Mr. MeCormick declined to comment on the 
statement oredited to Acting State’s Attorney 
Frank Johnston, asserting that Special 
State’s Attorney John E. Northup could not 
legally use a fund publicly subscribed for 
the fraud inquiry. 


Northup Defends Right. 

Mr. Northup, nowever, said tue contention 
raised by Johnston had no validity. 

„He asserts,” the special prosecutor said, 
„that a certain section of the Illinois stat- 
utes prohibits a state’s attorney from re- 
ceiving any reward or fee from or in behalf 
of any private person for any service within 
his official duties. That is true, and it is 
also true that this law was written to pre- 
vent bribery, but not to estop the prosecu- 
tion of men believed to be guilty of felonies. 

I shall not take one cent of the money 
publicly subscribed for my salary. That 
will be paid me later by Cook county, if I 
have to sue for it. The contributions will 
be devoted to defraying the cost of investi- 
gating election frauds and in prosecuting 
those indicted by the special grand jury. 

I am familidr with the statute quoted in 
the Johnston interview. It in no way affects 
this inquiry. It does not forbid citizens 
from contributing to the support of this 
crusade for a pure ballot. 


Women Among Contributors. 

Among the fund contributors were a num- 
ber of women, who expressed the hope that 
honest elections would follow the grand jury 
cleanup of November crimes. One anony- 
mous letter from a working woman con- 
tained thirteen 2 cent stamps. She said: 

I inclose 26 cents in stamps for the inves- 
tigation of vote frauds. I would gladly give 
more if ] could.“ 

“ Dishonest elections cannot be tolerated,” 
said a south side contributor. ‘“* Public offi- 
t clals who refuse to prosecute election frauds 
put themselves in the position of receivers of 
stolen property.” 

“An honest ballot is of more importance 
to this community than honesty in business.“ 
said one. 4 dishonest transaction affects 
a small number of people. A dishonest ballot 
defrauds an entire community.“ 


“Send the Rascals to Jail.“ 
„Here's $25 to prosecute ballot ¢onspir- 
ators,” said a north side business man. “A 
fraudujent ballot emirches civic honor and 
strikes a blow at self-government. Send the

Mrs.’ Pulitzer says 
that under the will of her husband the tris- 
tees were directed to set aside a fund of 
$2,500,000, described in the will as the 
“ widow's trust,“ the income of which was 
to go to Mrs. Pulitzer för life, and after her 
death the principal was to go to her children, 

She said that among the property set aside 
by the trustees to make up the $2,500,000 
fund for her benefit was 2,000 shares of Gen- 
eral Electric. stock, out of Mr. Pulitzer’s 
total holdings of 5,000 shares, the total worth 
$725,000 at the time of his death. 


Widow Claims Stock Dividend. 

Mrs. Pulitzer says,after the 2,000 shares 
were set aside as part of the $2,500,000 fund 
for her benefit, the General Electric com- 
pany increased its capital stock from $80,000, - 
000 to $105,000,000 and declared a stock divi- 
dend of three-tenths of a share on each share 
held by stockholders. As a result of this 
stock dividend the trustees received approxt- 
mately 600 shares of General. Electric stock:

New York, Aug. 28.—[Special.]—The 
world’s bv:ggest liner, Imperator, was afire 


kor more than four hours this morning. The 


loss may reach $50,000. Alone in the depths 
of the ship, fighting the fire single handed, 
the second officer, Karl Gobrechf, lost his life. 

Most of the ship’s provisions were de- 
stroyed, but in spite of the fire, it will sail 
Saturday morning as scheduled, and the thou- 
sands aboard will hardly see a trace of the 
desperate fire battle. 


Second Cabin Scorched. 

A battalion of cleaners and painters spent 
all day today and will work all day tomor- 
row on the white woodwork, windows and 
floor of the second cabin, which were 
ecorched and blistered. By noon tomorrow 
the thousands of tc is of water that drowned 
the fire and gave the giant vessel a heavy list 
will be out of it. By night the 50.000 pounds 
of fresh meat and other necessary supplies 
will be in the blackened afterhold. 

Inspectors of the board of Hamburg un- 
derwriters, whose word, under treaty, the 
United States government accepts, will cer- 
tify tomorrow morning the Imperator's ab- 
solute seaworthiness. 

In spite of exaggerated stories of the fire 
that went abroad early today, not a single 
reservation for Saturcay’s trip was can- 
celed, according to officials of the steamship 
line. 

The hardest blow was the loss of Second 
Officer Karl Gobrecht, next to Capt. Ruser, 
one of the most popular men aboard the 
ship, and called by the Hamburg-American 
company one of the most promising offi- 
cers in our eervice.” 


Near Safety; Guide Rope Trips. 

He died within a few feet of safety. Had 
not the air tube of his smoke helmet and the 
guide rope tied around him tripped bim in a 
compaenbionway filled with smoke and ammo- 
nia fumes he would have passed through an 
airtight door to the upper decks and safety. 

The Hoboken fire departmnt and a New 
York fireboat helped one of the Hamburg 
American tuge and the ship’s crew: fight the 
fire. It was at the bottom of the provision’ 
hatch. It was discovered at 3:26 in the morn- 
ing by a watchman, one of several who prowl 
around the ship when it lies at a pier. The 
cause is not known and will not be until all 
the water is out of the flooded compartment. 
Faulty insulation was the best guess Capt. 
Ruser could make. 

An important thing in the minds of the 
ship's officers is this: They are sure that the 
fire never could have started at sea. 

“There would then have been men down 
there at all hours,“ explained Executive 
Capt. Von Meibon tonight. 

“The fire could never have got such a 
start without discovery, wag hie answer 
to a question as to what could have happened 
if this fire had had to be fought in midocean. 


Water in Hold 35 Feet Deep. 

The officers of the ship did not summon 
outside ald until thes found that the ffre 
was beyond the control of the facilities at 
hand. Nearly 2,000,000 gallons of water were 
pumped into the hold of the vessel, and when 
the flre had finally been drowned out the 
water in an after compartment in which the 
fire started was thirty-five feet deep. 

The third cabin and steerage passengers 
were rushed from the ship to the pier as 
soon ag the fire was discovered. Inthis work 


the rush and confusion brought about pan- 
icky conditions. ;

icy is chiefly effective as throwing into 
Sha rper relief the solidity of his position. 
It is amusing to note the London Times’ 
ready assertion that American statesman- 
ship is apparently bankrupt. American 
statesmanship never showed less indication 
of bankruptcy. The president's action is 
based on the deepest and broadest founda- 
tions of American international policy, foun- 
dations sometimes ignored, but always ig- 
Bored to our coat. 

What are the bases of our Mexican policy, 
a true American policy founded on princi- 
ples which should, and in the main do, guide 
us in our international relations? 

These may be best illustrated in discussion 
of the alternative offered us by the critics 
of the president, domestic and foreign. The 
alternative is recognition of Huerta. 

This is proferred as a practical solu- t 
tion.” It is assured that to refuse it is a 
piece of sentimentality, a Quixotic setting 
ourselves up as a “ censor of morals of Latin 
American presidents,” as the London Morn- 
ing Post sarcastically puts it. | 

The assumption is the result of shallow 
thinking. It is true a profound moral re- 
vulsion against the cynical cruelty mani- 
tested in the betrayal and. assassination of 
Madero and Saures is one of the controlling 
factors of our public opinion and the policy 
H nonrecognition that opinion powerfully 
supports. But to dismiss this moral judg- 
meut as mere sentimentality is the mistake 
of a dabbler in diplomacy. It is to dismiss 
one of the deepest and most powerful factors 


of true statesmanship, which x * Lie 
ed upon the moral nature és p 
garding their enduring ideals, their stand- 


ards of conduct, pez temperament, and 
horrence of political assassination is a part 
of our civilization, of our national morale. | 
In the United States, in spite of inconsist- 


idealism is one of the chief forces at work 

upon our laws, our institutions, our customs, 

our whole social fabric. Nothing worthy of 
the name of statesmanship can neglect, 
much less defy, its mandate. 
Another basis of American reaction 
against the execution of Madero and Suarez 
is an inevitable corollary of our belief in con- 
stitutionalism, our reliance-upon the rules 
of the game,” that the defeated shall accept 
defeat and the victors respect, not abuse 
victory. It is the absence of this senti- | 
ment” in Mexico and in most Latin Ameri- 
can pseudo republics that has proved their 
chief curse.

But, waiving the factor of natural 
seutiment, or “sentimentality,” so-called, 
what is the practical value of recogniz- 
ing Huerta, assayed without “ sentiment?” 
The practical“ results predicted are, in | 
brief, the establishment by arms of a Huer- 
tista government, the suppression by arms of 
the Maderistas in the north and the Zapatis- 
tas in the center of the republic. It is as- 
sumed by those who urge the recognition of 
Huerta that, enabled to borrow money, and 
thus energize and extend his military power, 
he will put down Carranza aul Zapata and 
restore the peace prevailing under Dias. 
It is not suggested that this process will 
de anything but that of the “ strong hand,” 
or that pacification will include substantial 
"measures of concession and reform. Huerta 
is offered as the only man strong enough to 
crush faction. No elaim is made for him asa 
ptatesman, as a financier, as a man capable 
ot constructive, economic, or social policy. 
Huerta offers us, then, the peace of Por- 

firio, the peace of the sword. From the 
standpoint of Lord Cowdray, doubtless, 
_ trom the standpoint of capitalists who enter 
‘the country to exploit its vast natural re- 
sources for foreign gain—including that of 
aux ows adventurous countrymen—this may 
doe a most profitable peace, at least while it 
Iasts. — 

Bat what does it offer from the point of 
view of farsecing American statecraft? 

That statecraft must have as its single 

aim the conservation of our national welfare, 
and that welfare, so far as Mexico affects it, 
cap be served only by a peace that is durable. 
Does anything in the past offer promise of 
durable peace from the recognition and estab- 
lishment of a military dictator? It most cer- 
tainly does not. The régime of President 
Diaz lasted less than a generation. It neg- 
lected constructive progress. It ignored the 
elementary claims of justice. .

a model tragically discredited today, then,

The recognition of Huerta would have 
been a fatal blunder of policy.

‘elusory benefits at the expense of farseeing 
national considerations. It would have

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LA MAKQUiSE DE FONTENOY. 
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RANCE, in the forty-three years that 
it has been subject to a republican 
form of government, has created a far 
larger number of orders of knighthood 
than were originated by all of the em- 

perors and kings put together who occupied 
its throne during the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries. 

In addition to the Legion of Honor, the 
miedaille militaire and the gold and silver 
palms of the academy, which existed prior 
to 1870, there are now the Order of Agricul- 
tural Merit, in three classes; an order to re- 
ward services in the treasury department; 
an order for services rendered by doctors, 
hospital attendants, etc., in epidemics; an 
order for the reward of conspicuous feats of 
bravery, especially in the saving of life, and 
an order for the reward of the officials of the 
forestry department. 

There are at least a dozen others, each 
with ite own particular ribbon, which is 
worn in the buttonhole.

Now the government has created, by means 
of a legislative act, a new order of distin- 
guished domestic service. Itisin the form of 
a medal.and suspended by a red, white, and 
blue ribbon. 

According to the Journal Officiel, which 
promulgates the statutes of the new order, 
the conditions for its award are that the re- 
cipients shall have served in the same house 
or family for a period of thirty years and 
have earned the commendation of masters 
and mistresses. 

They may even obtain it if they have been 
in service for thirty years in more than one 
family on its being shown that their change 
of employers was through no fault of their 
own. 

No time limit whatsoever is necessary if 
the servants, male or female, have rendered 
exceptional or heroic service to the family 
by which they are employed or have given 
proof of extraordinary devotion and fidelity. 

Married couples may also obtain it if they 
have brought up four children or more until 
the age of 16 in a satisfactory fashion.

The prefects—that is, the governors—of the 
various provincial departments throughout 
France have been invited to submit the 
names of candidates for the decoration to the 
minister of labor, and the first series of med- 
als is to be bestowed on Oct. 1. 

In Prussia and in several other German 
states medals exist for the reward of ser- 
vants, domestic and otherwise, who have 
been for thirty and forty years with the same 
employers. 

France, however, enjoys the distinction of 
being the first nation to recognize by means 
of a ribbon and decorat on the service ren- 
dered to the state by bringing into the world 
four citizens and raising them in a satisfac- 
tory manner to the age of 16.

By some it was held that there should be 
more open air athletics, while others said a 
vigorous mental life is the greatest source of 
bealth and more to be desired than a sturdy 
body with a sluggish mentality. N N 

“A few minutes of arm stretching and fin- 
ger twitching cannot be called physical train- 
ing,” said Dr. William Stecher of Philadelphia. 
“We must demand at least one hour daily of 
muscular work adapted to the child, according 
to age and sex.” 

On the other side of the question Dr. Joseph 
Lee of Boston said: 

“Better a stuffy schoolroom with sealous 
work than fresh air and muscular development 
with mental flabbiness.” ° 

This is a subject upon which many of the 
speakers of the congress have dwelt, and the 
opinion seems unanimous that immediate steps 
should be taken to obtain classification so that 
the normal child may not be hampered by the 
mentally defective, and that the bright child 
may find its proper level. 

Fifty per cent of deaths and sickness among 
children may be averted by a more thorough 
medical inspection of schools in the opinion of 
some of the physicians who spoke at the sec- 
tion devoted to this subject.

A System of Accounts. 

The purpose in keeping household accounts 
is tb insure to the family the best living possi- 
ble within the income. By dest living.” 1 
mean not only getting the most possible for 
the money expended but getting an even 
threaded living as well. Many systems of 
acounts are effective enough in keeping the 
expenditures within the income but fail to 
help in the accomplishment of a proper bal- 
ance in purchases. The account book should 
quickly show by comparison of month with 
month any leakage. I first divided our in- 
come according to the most ideal division— 
rent 20 per cent, food 30 per cent, operating 
expenses 15 per cent, clothing 15 per cent, 
contingency 20 per cent. Operating 
include service, gas, electricity, water, laun- 
dry, telephone, fuel, ice, repairs, new furnish- 
ings. Contingency includes doctors and drugs, 
books and magazines, traveling expenses and 
carfare, charity, amusements, insurance, and 
savings. I have two books. Each evening I 
enter in one the expenditures of that day, 
itemising carefully. For example:

The other book contains such heads as meat, 
milk, groceries, gas, coal, telephone, laundry, 
service, magazines and books, amusements, 
equipment, presents, charity—indeed, all the 
other expenditures included under the general 
heads of rent, food, operating expenses, cloth- 
ing, and contingencies. The clothing expend!- 
ture of each member of the family is also 
listed separately. At the end of each month 
the items are all tabulated and added and the 
totals set down in the ledger under.their re- 
spective heads.

This kind of record enables the housekeeper 
to make a comparison of her expenditures 
from month te month and so find any leaks 
For instance, she may find that her gas bill 
one month is far in excess of that of previous 
months, or ef the same month in the previous 
year. Uniess something unusual has occurred 
to cause this increase it indicates a preventable 
waste and she will give the matter careful 
consideration to see where she can economize. 
This system of jotting down each item may 
seem a great nuisance to the busy house- 
keeper, but it is simple when once the habit is 
formed, and I think the results will justify the 
trouble.
